American Farm Bureau 
Federation 


Prepares Scheme to Boost The 


Price of Wheat 


A V A ILA BLE IN CREDITS ACT 


Chicago, July 21— An 
American 
Farm Bureau Federation plan to Ln- 
crease wheat prices by 
withdrawing 
200,000,000 bushels from the market 
was announced here today. 
(). E. Bradfute, president of the 
federation, declared that the project 
necessitated about $150,000,000 cre­ 
dits to the farmers and this is avail­ 
able under the intermediate «-redits 
act passed by the last congress. 
Grain taken off the market would 
be stored in farm bins which, Brad­ 
fute asserts may be designated 
as 
government bonded warehouses. The 
growers would borrow up to 
three 
fourths of the value of stored wheat 
to tide them over. 
The wheat would be marketed in 
an “ orderly“ manner as needed 
for 
consumption. Bradfute characterized 
wheat less than $1 a bushel as 
a 
“ national tragedy.’’ 
The project) will be put into oper­ 
ation through farm bureaus in

states and 2,000 counties, tlie feder­ 
ation announced, adding that under

American Farm Bureau Federation 


Prepares Scheme to Boost The 


Price of Wheat 


AVAILABLE IN CREDITS ACT 


Chicago, July 21—An 
American 


Farm Bureau Federation plan to in- 
crease wheat prices by withdrawing 
200,000,000 bushels from the market 
was announced here today. 


O. E. Bradfute, president of the 


federation, declared that the project 
necessitated about $150,000,000 cre- 
dits to the farmers and this is avail- 
able under the intermediate credits 
act passed by the last congress. 


Grain taken off the market would 


lie stored in farm bins which, Brad- 
t'ute asserts may be designated 
as 


government bonded warehouses. The 
growers would borrow up to three 
fourths of the value of stored wheat 
to tide them over. 


The wheat would be marketed ia 


an "orderly" manner as needed for 
consumption. Bradfute characterized 
wheat less than $1 a .bushel as

The projectf will be put into oper- 
ation through farm bureaus in 46 
states and 2,000 'Counties, the feder- 
ation announced, adding that under 
the intermediate credits act, the sec- 
retary of agriculture has authority 
to direct 'farm bins as bonded ware- 
houses.

The an- 
nual gross return upon the invest- 
ment is about $1,000,000, and 1,- 
750,000 persons own the securities 
of the industry.

It is estimated that S£00,<$0 


beings.in this t-(>»itryyJWt«J:-.a, total 
of 22,500,00«; are wittM for -electi-i- 
c.-il service, and'that this service is 
at present available to 5,000,000 
additional homes. In 1922, approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 new homes were 
wired and equipped for the use of 
electrical energy, and it is exported 
that 4,000,000 additional homes will 
he wired within the next five years. 


There are at present in the United 


States 287 cities of 25,000 or more 
each, with a combined population of 
37,000,000, forty years ago it was 
8,500,000.

One Of Oldest Highways In State 


Is Taken Over By The Indiana 


Highway CommissiMi 


BEING PUT IN CONDITION 


WiH Be Maintained As Gravel Read 


For Present And Paved Te 


Shdbyville In 1924 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., July 21. — 


Inducted into 
the state highway 


system on July 3 and in so rough 
a condition that automotive traffic 
over it was. both 
expensive and 


very unpleasant, approximately six- 
ty miles of the Mi'c-higan road be- 
tween the Marion county line and 
Logans-port is now in fine shape due 
to state highway maintenance, ac- 
cording to John D. Williams, state 
•oads director. 


Though the commission took over 


the road from Indianapolis to Lo- 
gansport, .maintenance 'ijsi only in 
force between Logansport and the 
Marion county line beeause the Mar- 
ion county commissioners have con- 
tracted to pave t'he road from the 
City of Indianapolis to the county 
line. 


Maintenance on the road started 


as SJoon as the road became a part 
o£ the state highway system. Num- 
erous graders were put to work and 
the road smoothed and levelled. Mr. 
Williams and members of the eom- 
mnssion have just completed inspec- 


j the road and pronounce it in ex- 


cellent condition and asks the pub- 
lic to inspect it. 


The Mic-higan road is one of the 


oldest and probably best known in 
Indiana. 
Starting at Madison down 


on the Ohio river, it routes northwest 
through 
Versailles, 
Greensburg, 


Sbelbyville, Indianapolis, Michigan- 
town, Kirklin, Logansport, Rochest- 
er and South Bead to the Michigan 
line. 


The section of .some sixty miles 


just taken into the system, will Ue 
maintained as a gravel road for the 
present. 
Under the 
commission's 


building program it is planrfed to 
pave the road from Xew Bethel to 
Shelbyville in 1924, which will com- 
plete a hard surface road between 
the Shelby county capital * and Indi-. 
anapolis. 


Mr. Williams points out that tak- 


ing the Michigan road into the state 
system at -this time with its con- 
tinued maintenance insuring its ex- 
cellent condition, is of great 
ad- 


vantage to the public for it gives an- 
other direct route into northern In- 
diana. It is more advantageous at 
this'time, he says, because much of 
the Range Line road, No. 1, is un- 
der construction and will be next 
year necessitating lengthy detours. 


Members of the commission feel 


also that the Michigan road will al- 
ways serve to relieve 
traffic >con- 


gestion on No. 1 and also on the 
Lebanon - Indianapolis, Lafayette 
road providing one is going to t'he 
extreme north port of the 
state. 


Again it opens up additional ter- 
ritory to traveling

business interests by placing sev- 
eral towns on an excellent highway.
